MOTORCYCLIST I.VJCKED. 


Ernest Ringer Takes Bail Spill iu 


I'aising Motorist. 


Early last eienlns, while attempt- 


ing to pass the motor car of Dr. 
David H. Mills on the Colliers state 
road near the farm residence 01 
Charles Nichols. Ernest Kinger of IS 
Columbia street took a bad sps!I with 
his motor cycle! which resulted in a 
severe shock and numerous contu- 
Kions and lacerations about his head, 
face- and arms so that ho looked 
tnuch as if he had been through an 
encounter v.-ith a. dozen 
Germans 


armed with penknives. 
Dr. Mills 


halted and administered such relief 
as he could on the spot and then sum- 
inoned the ambulance, "which took 
Jtinger to the Fox Memorial hospital, 
iwhere. he \?as given further atten- 
tion by the surgeons. 
"While no 


bones were broken and there were 
in evidenc no indications of internal 
injuries he was exceedingly sore and 
his lacerations -were too numerous to 
mention. He suffered also a sprained 
ankle. It will be severs! days prob- 
ablv before he will be about. 


TVhile the exact cause of his spill 


is not known it Is thought that in at- 
tempting to pass Dr. ilills he turned 
oft from the macadam at a rough 
spot and that his front wheel threw 
iiim with, such force that both he 
and his cycle changed ends more than 
once. While his injuries are painful 
and Ms clothing was well covered 
with, blood from the surface wounds. 
it is not thought that the injuries are 
serioUB.
